4s a beverage. We know of no sin today that is more detrimental 
to our people than intemperence, and for this reason we would 
strongly urge that every member of our churehes be temperate in 
all things, as the Bible teaches them to be. The practice of being 
temperate in all things is one of the best ways to let our light shine. 
Now since the use of intoxivating liquor is so detrimental to the hu- 
man race, we would urge all our brethren to abstain entirely from 
the use of it in any form. Brethren, don’t take a dram, and do all 
you can to keep every one else from taking one. Do all you ean to 
prevent whiskey from being sold in your town or neighborhood. 
One of the best ways to prevent the use of intoxicating liquors is to 
teach the boys the evil effect it has on the human System. . This is 
done now largely in our schools and colleges by teachers who teach 
physiology, but since many people do not believe what is written in 
their text books on the subject of intemperance, they don’t take 
heed to its teachings. Brethren, we hope you will urge every one 
you can to be a teetotaler. The only sure way to deal with whiskey 
is to never touch it, and prevent it from coming into your neighbor - 


hood if you can. We are glad to know that in a few months pro- 
, hibition will go into effect in this State. Brethren, let’s do all in 


our power to keep Mississippi a prohibition State, and do all we can 
to assist our sister States in obtaining prohibition. Respectfully 
submitted. ‘ S. P. HARRIS, Chairman.

Art. 4 The Association shall have a fund for the Support of 
the same, and which shall be raised by voluntary contribution of 
he churches, sent by their delegates, which money shall be depos- 
ited in the hands of the Treasurer, chosen by the Association, who 
shall be a°countable to the Association for all the money received 
hy him, as Treasurer. i 

Art. 10. The Ass ciation shall, in all Cases, be governed by a 
majority of the members present, except in the reception. and dis- 
missal of churches, which shall be unanimous. 

\rt, 11. The Association shal correspond with other Associa- 
los, as inay be agreed on while in session, , ae 1 + 

\rt. 12. It shall be the duty of the Association to appoint a 
minister to preach the Introductory Sermon, with an alternate, at 
each sueceding session: also time and place for next Association. 

\rt. 13. No charge will be received against any church in our 
Union, only when established by a sister church. 

Art-i4. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any 
time by two-thirds of the churches comprising the body.
